On November 26, 1957, Birmingham Confidential Informant 
T-2 advised that the United White Party (UWP) was organized at 
a convention held in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. 

An article in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville 
Piedmont,*' a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported 
"the recent formation of a new political party, to be known as 
the United White Party." According to the article, the party 
yjas formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, 
at which many Klansmen were represented. The UWP was reported 
as being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the, UWP - under "the 
banner of the National States Rights Party," with national 
offices at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, Birmingham Confidential Informant 
T-3 , advised that the NSRP is composed of past members of klan- 
type organizations and notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue No, 19, dated June, 1960, "The Thunderbolt," 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama.

(C) Objectives 

Bv letter dated Decem ber 1 , 1963 , at West Fork , 
Arkansas , \ |advised the Little Rock Office 

of the FBI that she deplored the tragedy of the assassination 
of President KENNEDY, but objected to the "slant” of news media 
in soft-pedaling the Communist connections of OSWALD. She also 
took exception to the inference given by news media that the 
"right-wing" was involved. She enclosed a one page document 
which she stated contained what the NSRP stood for. This 
information is set out below; 

"Dear Patriot; 

"We of the National States Rights Party believe

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"All that is patriotic , good , clean , and decent 
springs forth from the foundations of our White folk. 

These high standards of living do not, and cannot, 
exist in the non-White backward areas of the world , 
except where the White man maintains a foothold of 
control. 

"Therefore, we dedicate our lives and fortunes to 
the expansion and goals- of the National States Rights 
Party. We feel that only through a political movement 
can we unite our people and bring the government back 
into the hands of the White Christian majority.

"2. We favor complete separation of all non-Whites and 
dissatisfied racial minorities from our White Folk 
Community. 

"3. We demand that intermarriage between Whites and non- 
Whites be outlawed,, in all states not already having 
such restrictions. 

"4. We demand that total segregation be maintained in the 
nation’s schools, and that only members of the White 
Folk Community be allowed to engage in the educational 
and cultural activities, of- our White society. 

"5. We believe that segregation should be restored in the 
nation's armed forces, to rebuild morals and fighting 
efficiency. 

"6. We believe it better that only members of our White 

Folk Community be allowed to take part in the affairs- 
of government or serve in the courts.

The dctober 1958 issue of "The Thunderbolt" attached 
-a copy of the "States’ • Rights Manifesto" adopted by the NSRP in 
convention, August 30, 1958. The Manifesto reads as follows: 
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"We hereby manifest that the Supreme Court has no jurisdic- 
tion over the public schools of the Sovereign States and 
therefore its infamous opinion that they should be inte- 
grated is hull and void. 

"Whereas the 14th Amendment (upon which said decision was 
based) was never legally ratified by the States," and 
therefore does not legally exist, - therefore cannot be 
enforced upon the people by the tyranical courts. 

"Whereas Eisenhower has signed into law a Civil Rights 
Bill which in part repeals his right to use troops in 
Civil Rights disputes, and since only Congress has the 
power to make law and' provide for its enforcement, it is. 
therefore illegal for said court to make law, and for the 
President, to try and enforce it with bayonets. 

"Be it therefore resolved and made known that - 

1) Ali States Righters, in accordance with Amendment two 
of the U. S. Constitution, That * - the right of the 
people to keep and bare arms shall not be infringed.' 
should therefore arm. , themselves so that they will be 
able to defend their families, homes and rights from 
political despots who are inciting violence on our 
once peaceful communities. 

2) That all citizensf form committees of Public Safety,* 
dr support the Citizens National Law Enforcement 
Commissioner -to prevent any Federal Judge , Federal 
Marshal, or other appointed agent from- disrupting 

• the peace of any community, or breaking any state 
laws, by following the, communist directive to mix 
the races., and bring, on public anarchy.

This is in accordance with the H. S. .Constitution, the 
grounds being that these subvertors *have committed high 
treason by’Givirig aid and comfort to the enemy,' by 
helping the communists mix the races, and that they are 
inciting riots , disturbing ,the peace and guilty of dis- 
orderly conduct. • ’ 
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"All these charges should be brought by citizens, who 
themselves, can make the arrests, and book said criminals 
in accordance with provisions in' the U. S. Constitution.

FIELDS, in a thirty minute 
speech, attacked Negroes, Jews-, President KENNEDY., and inte- 
gration., FIELDS stated that if there had been any ’’real white 
people" in Tuscaloosa, those "higgers" would not have been enrolled 
at the University. FIELDS said that the National Guard should be 
abolished and that President KENNEDY was trying 'to establish a 
military dictatorship and that the "Jews" were behind him. 

FIELDS stated that the Negro students would only be at the 
University of Alabama as long as Federal troops or United 
States Marshals stayed there. 

. BH T-l also stated that another speaker at the June 11‘, 
1963, rally was a Reverend CONRAD LYNCH, of San Bernardino, 
California, a member of the NSRP, who spoke in favor of segre- 
gation, and stated that no Negro civilization, had ever created 
anything, and that Negroes did 'not have minds to create anything. 

BH T-l also stated that, JERRY DUTTON, an officer of the NSRP, 
was the last speaker at this rally. DUTTON explained the organi- 
zational setup of the NSRP, and requested the people present to 
leave „ their names and telephone numbers in order that they might 
be called at a moment’s notice to fight for segregation.,

Degrading remarks about 
the mental ability of the Negro were made and he claimed "the 
only good ones were dead ones." STONER said the only way to 
respond to Negro demonstrations was for an equal number of white, 
people to also demonstrate in a like manner. in the immediate 
vicinity, using banners and signs advocating segretaion. STONER 
strongly denounced’ the Federal Bureau of Investigation. STONER 
also recommended that any employer currently employing Negroes 
should immediately fire the Negroes and replace them with white 
employees .

A National States Rights Party* member , who was 
described as JIMMY .GEORGE ROBINSON, who struck^ the Rev. MARTIN 
ITJTHEg. JQNG (JBi).,, in Selma, Alabama, on’ Monday (January 18, 
1965), actually hacl been a resident of Birmingham, Alabama, 
for only about two months. 

The article also stated that ROBINSON was a 27 year 
old former service station attendant, who gave Birmingham as 
his home address when arrested by Selma Police; after the assault 
on the Negro civil r,ight^r leader. It was stated that ROBINSON 
first became known in Birmingham in November '(1964) , when he 
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passed out literature advocating a return to the commission 
form of city government. The article stated that ROBINSON 
had been born in Bonham, Texas, and had later moved to Garland, 
a suburb of Dallas, Texas. 1 


The above article also stated that ROBINSON reportedly 
had been an organizer for the NSRP in Dallas, Texas, area, and 
that he had led picketing of desegregated lunch counters, and 
was arrested in 1963 in connection with picketing of the Dallas, 
Texas, School Board. It was also stated that while employed 
as an attendant at his father’s service station in March, 1963, 
ROBINSON had been arrested in connection with a cross burning 
incident at Richardson, Texas.

Washington, D.C. The article reflected that "in this 
election year-rwherii-theiiDbrndcratic and- Republican parties 
were each spending millions of dollars, the National States 
Rights Party, which is headquartered in Birmingham, Alabama, 
spent $32,662.58. 

The article continued by stating that the election 
returns "showed i.t, too," and went on' to state' that the 
party's candidate for president (of the United States), 

JOHN KASPER, "limped in a hopeless loser in the only two 
stated where he was on the ballot., Kentucky and Arkansas." 

It was stated. that reports on file with the clerk of the 
House of Representatives showed the National States Rights 
Party received, contributions during the year of 1964 totaling 
$30,540.21, and that they had spent $32,662.5$. It was further 
stated that a. surplus from last year's operation had left the 
party $1130.97 "in the black" as of five days before the election.

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The article in discussing the Ku Klux Klan hearings before the 
Un-American Activities Committee, states that the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities has slipped into the hands of the left 
wing liberals and is being used to persecute Southern white people 
who are standing up for the separation of the races. The article 
further states that when the first klansman to take the witness 
stand, Robert Gentry of Murfreesboro, Tennessee, and refused to 
answer questions of the Committee, Chairman Willis threatened and 
tried to coerce Gentry into giving testimony. 

Also on the first page of this issue is an article stating 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had filed a libel suit against Doctor 
E. R. Fields, Editor of "The Thunderbolt” for some of the charges 
Fields had made against him in ’The Thunderbolt” and in various letters 
He said that the article which is signed by Doctor E. R. Fields, 

Editor of ”The Thunderbolt”, states that Fields and Rockwell had 
agreedi upon a retraction which is quoted in the article. The 
retraction states that while Fields disagrees 100% with Rockwell 
on his. approach, Fields knows him to be completely .dedicated to 
Americh and the white race. The retraction states 'that Rockwell is 
a staunch American patriot and has never sold out to the Communists, 
Jews, Zionists, Drew Pearson, or anyone else. 

Page 2 of this issue of "The Thunderbolt” carries -a. 
petition to the House of Representatives, United States Congress, 
Washington, D. C., signed J. B. Stoner, Attorney at Law, Marion 
Building,, Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia. The petition 
deals With the investigation by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities of the Ku Klux Klan and Gentry, Stoner’s client, after 
stating that Gentry had on September 27, 1965, involked the Fifth 
Amendment to the Constitution upon Stoner’s legal advice, and 
would continue to do so. The concluding paragraph petitioned the 
House of Representatives to pass a resolution repremanding Chairman 
Willis, the House Committee on Un-American Activities, and Investigate 
Ray McConn for misusing a congressional committee to persecute a 
patroiotic, white, Christian, American citizen, and to order them 
to cease and desist..

Page 3 of the October issue of ’’The Thunderbolt" states in 
an article entitled "Voting Registrars: Federal Occupation" that 
there are now Federal voting registrars in many parts of the South. 

It states that they are in direct violation of the United States 
Constitution which gave the individual states the rights to establish 
qualifications for voters. It continues that when the first Federal 
voting registrar moved into the South, the South became a victim of 
the illegal and brutal force of Federal occupation. It continues that 
"they ha^ve moved in forces of hoodlum-like FBI Agents to guard and 
pro'teci; these Federal voting registrars".. 

' ■ On Page 4 of the ©cotter issue of "The Thunderbolt" 
in an article entitled "Florida Report - NSRP to be on May Ballot" 
by- W.< -Eugene (Gene) Wilson, Director, Duval County, Florida, NSRP, 
it i’s ; stated that the NSRP will use the Democratic Primary in Duval 
County in 1966 and function as a party within a party. St continues 
that ill Duval County the NSRP,, shall run candidates in the Democratic 
Primary in May on the NSRP platform. The article states that a 
candidate has not been selected, but every effort would be made to 
defe’te , -Congressman Charles E. Bennett and replace him with a member 
of the, NSRP. 

Also carried on Page 4 of the October issue of "The 
Thunderbolt" is an open letter to the President by Doctor Edward R. 
Field^. The open letter is dated September 20, 1965, and addressed 
to President Lyndon Johnson, White House, Washington, D. C. The 
letter criticizes President Johnson for what it calls tax by his 
administration against the white people in America. The letter states 
that Fields did not understand why President Johnson had passed Civil 
Rights bills opressing the rights of white people and his threats to 
cut off money to public schools unless the white and Negro children 
are mixed. The letter continues that the administration’s appeasement 
and giveaway programs to the Negro race was only making them (Negroes) 
more arrogant and more demanding . The letter concludes with a demand 
for President Johnson’s resignation from office and states that Fields 
is looking forward to the day when President Johnson would be removed 
from office. 

On Page 5 of "The Thunderbolt", October, 1965 issue, in 
an article entitled "California Report: Rapid NSRP Growth", attributed 
to Neuman R. Britton, California State Organizer of the NSRP, San 
Bernadino, California, states that the riots in Los Angeles had caused 
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many more Californians to see the Negro for what he actually is 
and claims that the white people of that state are sow more against 
the Negroes than are the white people of the South. . The article 
claims that this race war that broke out in Los Angeles increased 
the NSRP’s strength in California and resulted in more chapters. 

It states that the NSRP is preparing to run its candidates for 
Congress and the California State Legislature in 1966. In this 
article Britton offers to assist chapters in organizing and states 
that 'during the winter months, Doctor Edward R. Fields, Reverend 
Connie 4 Lynch, and Attorney J/ B. Stoner will be in California for 
mass meetings and urges readers to hear the speakers. 

On Page 9 of the October issue of ’The Thunderbolt’* is 
quoted an article by Robert H. Collins of the St. Louis Post Dispatch 
staff stating that Allen 0. Kern, Missouri Chairman of the NSRP, 
had organized a youth organization of American Racial Nationalists 
there. ' Kern was quoted as saying that the youth group was formed 
several months ago and had been meeting frequently to receive 
instruction from local leaders of the party. The official name of 
the organization was set forth as the National States Rights Party 
Youth Movement. It stated that the identities of the members of 
the movement were not being disclosed to anyone at this time. 

On Page 10 of the October issue of "The Thunderbolt" 
is an article entitled "Katzenbach Orders FBI Investigate Private 
Schools". In this article a reference is made to an article that 
appeared in August in the Charleston News and Courier concerning 
FBI Agents having been ordered by Attorney General Katzenbach to 
investigate private white schools established in South Carolina. 

The article continues that it appears the Federal Government is 
determined to discourage development of private schools. After 
quoting the article from the Charleston News and Courier, the 
following paragraph- appeared? 

"This editor has long felt that at some point in 
this struggle to preserve our race, we should have to 
openly defy the Federal tyrants and have it out with 
them once and for all. Already in Louisiana the Jew 
Katzenbach is suing to force private white clubs io 
accept Negroes."

A characterization of the UKA is being set forth 
in the appendix of this report. 

On June 3, 1965, Birmingham Confidential Informant 
T-2 made available a two-page leaflet then being distributed by 
the NSRP in Birmingham, Alabama. This leaflet carried a photo- 
graph of J. B. STONER, an attorney-at-law in Atlanta, Georgia, 
and reflected that STONER would tour the West Coast of the 
United States. It also stated that the “NSRP Launches Vast 
Northwest Tour.*’ The article also stated that Attorney J. B. 

STONER, described as the Vice Chairman of the NSRP, would begin 
an important speaking tour of the far Northwest on June 4. It 
was also stated that Attorney STONER would board a Delta jet 
in Atlanta,. Georgia, at 1 11:40 AM, June 4 (1965) and would ■ 
arrive in Vancouver, Canada, at 9:10 PM on June 4. STONER, 
according to the article,, would be greeted at the airport by 
DAVID STANLEY and other "Party" members and that Mr. f STANLEY 
had furnished information to the effect that at least 20 
representatives of the press and TV would be on hand to interview 
Mr. STONER. The object of STONER *s visit reportedly would be 
to lay plans to fight the Canadian Government* s “cowardly 
attack" on “Freedom of The Press'.’ when they banned “The Thunderbolt,” 
the NSRP newspaper, from being mailed into. Canada. The article 
stated that -Attorney STONER would register a "stern protest" 
against this "un-Const itutional action" with the Canadian Government. 
It also was stated that DAVID STANLEY had scheduled three’ “speakings" 
for Attorney STONER, plus numerous interviews. 


The article further stated that “from there (Canada)'.' 
Attorney STONER would be driven by “local supporters" to Spokane, 
Washington. According to the article, .MIKE CAMERON (NSRP Northwest 
Co-ordinator) would sponsor Attorn®y STONER who would speak to 
supporters in that area. According to the article,. Mr. CAMERON 
would bring local members to "this meeting from the Western parts ‘of , 
Montana." From Spokane, Washington, it was stated that Attorney 
'STONER "would go to Seattle, Washington, where he would speak bn June 
11, 1965, arid’ that he would then speak in Takoma, Washington, on 
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June 12. From Takoma, he would go to Portland, Oregon-, for 
a meeting on June*"*14, according to the article, and STONER’s 
"next visit” would be in San Francisco, California, where he 
would meet with "local Patriots” on June 16, 1965. 

The leaflet in part reads as follows: 

" REMEMBER FRANK L. BRITTON 

"Frank L. Britton was the Editor of ’The American 
Nationalist,* a well-known right-wing publication during the 
1950*s. Mr. Britton has been in Folsom prison (in Calif.,) 
almost five years now on the insignificant charge of ’attempting 
to bribe a police officer.’ The case began over a minofc street 
infraction, which the court dismissed. It was then charged that 
Britton tried to give the arresting officer some money not to take 
him in. (This is like giving a policeman five dollars not to 
give you a traffic ticket.) Anyway, Frank L. Britton was given 
1 yr to life as a result. Most men would be released within 
a few months on such a charge. BUT BRITTON HAS NOW: -BEEN IN 
FOLSOM MAXIMUM SECURITY PRISON FOR ALMOST FIVE YEARS, WITH NO 
RELEASE IN SIGHT. The last parole officer to review his case 
was a Negro, who turned Britton down. Armed robbers and other 
dangerous criminals have been released in much shorter time than 
what Britton has already served. Atty. Stoner will visit with 
Mr. Britton in prison on June 18th and we hope that arrangements 
can be made at that time for a new hearing. It is our goal to 
reopen this case in the federal courts. Atty. Stoner will handle 
the appeal. We will give you a more detailed- report on this case 
when- Mr. Stoner returns. From there Atty. Stoner will- go to Los 
Angeles for a series of meetings. This is a stronghold for NSRP 
and Atty. Stoner hopes that a Headquarters can be opendd in 
Southern Calif. San Bernardino and San Diego will be other stops 
during Atty. Stoner’s trip-. We feel that our Movement is needed 
more now in the West Coast than ever before. This entire tour 
will take about a month and a half. Atty. Stoner will be the guest 
of Mr. Robert F. Anderson while in Los Angeles. It is important that 
this speaking four be a big .success and we know that -local supporters 
will do all in their power to see that it is. This is but a part 
of the overjall national drive of NSRP. We plan more speakings 
and other action moves this Summer. To step up our program, we 
need your help!"

Page 8 of Issue #67 of the paper reflected an article 
captioned, "Mobile Unit Reports Harrassment” and, another article 
reflected that the Birmingham^ FBI ' had requested a Birmingham 
businessman to remove a giant’ picture from his billboard which 
picture allegedly showed MARTIN LUTHER KING arid, a National integration 
leader attending a Communist training schpol,

Page 9 of Issue #67 of tpaper carries a headline 
"Atty, J, B. STONER Organized NSRP March in Montgomery,” A 
photograph was also set' forth apparently showing. STONER in a 
large crowd reportedly marching in Montgomery , .Alabama, square 
with other NSRP members and/or sympathizers. 


Page 8 of Issue #68 of the paper contained an ^attible ' 
reflecting that on May 9, 1965, DrtyiEJEEDS had spoken in the 
Anniston Municipal Auditorium at Anniston, -Alabama, at a meeting 
sponsored by the XJKA, The article stated that Dr, FIELDS was the 
only non-Klan guest speaker and that later Dr, FIELDS and other 
NSRP speakers joined in a Klan parade which marched through the 
downtown business section of Anniston, Alabama, 

Page 11 of Issue #69 of theppaper /carries a headline 
"Cbmmittee Puts HeatnonaFBIsU The article under this headline 
set forth information to the effect that the Birmingham FBI Office 
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had been picketed for several weeks by '.^outstanding patriots,*' 
and below this article were* photographs of male individuals carrying 
signs such as "Why Doesn * t the FBI Stop Harrassing Innocent White 
People." Below these photographs was a statement, "These Patriots 
have been Picketing for Two Months. God Bless Them for This 
Magnificant Work.," 

Page 4 of Issue #70 of the paper carried a photograph 
of Birmingham Attorney MATT H. MURPHY 1 , JR., and an article concerning 
him captioned, "Atty. MATT MURPHY Dies." This article also 
carried a sub-caption, "NSRP Mourns Loss of Great Leader and Friend." 
This article pointed out that on August 20, 1965, MATT MURPHY had 
died in an automobile accident in Alabama. The article stated 
MATT MURPHY had defended the NSRP in numerous cases and had been 
devoted to' the NSRP and its work. The article went on to state 
that Mr. MURPHY had also handled the "Klan^case" in Hayneville, 
Alabama, which was a trial of a member of the UKA for the murder 
of Mrs. VIOLA LUIZZO, a Michigan integration worker, who was 
killed in' Lowndes County, Alabama, in early 1965. 

Page 10 of Issue #70 of the paper carried ..a headline 
"How FBI Helped Negroes Mix, Bessemer, Alabama. " Under this head- 
liiB were statements alleging that the FBI had served as bodyguards 
for Negroes attempting to test the public facilities in Bessemer, 
Alabama. Page 10 also set forth photographs allegedly taken of 
FBI Agents on dity in Bessemer, Alabama, at the time the Negroes 
were testing certain business establishments in Bessemer, Alabama, 
during early 1965. 


ACTIVITIES IN CALIFORNIA 


Page 6 of Issue #69 sets forth an article captioned, 
"Supreme Court Treason." Under this heading allegedly is a letter 
addressed to the Editor, "The Thunderbolt," reportedly signed by 
l ;,rACK ROBERTS, a veteran of Pearl Harbor, of Los Angeles, California. 
This letter set forth information reflecting that JACK ROBERTS 
was either an NSRP member or definitely a NSRP sympathizer. 

Page 6 of Issue #69 also carried another letter addressed 
to "Editor" of "The Thunderbolt" under a heading, "Nature Segregates. 
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This letter reportedly had been sent by "BILL ARDERY" of El Monte, 
California* This letter contained wording which indicates that 
ARDERY in general thinks along the same line as the NSRP leaders. 

Page 7 of Issue #69 carried articles reflecting that 
J. B. STONER, NSRP attorney and Vice Chairman of the NSRP, had in 
June 1965 spoken at NSRP affairs in Fresno and San Francisco, 
California. 

Page 8 of Issue #69 also reflects that J. B. STONER 
had spoken at a large NSRP mass rally in Los Angeles, California, 
on the evening of June 23, 1965. 

Page 7 of Issue #70 of the paper contains an article 
reflecting that Attorney J. B. STONER of the NSRP had visited 
one FRANK L. BRITTON in California's Folsom Prison during 
STONER's recent trip to California in June 1965. Reportedly, 

J. B. STONER had made efforts to obtain the release of BRITTON 
from the* California prison and BRITTON was to be released from 
prison on November 19, 1965. 

ACTIVITIES IN FLORIDA 


Page 10 of Issue #67 of the paper carries a headline 
"Warren Folks Leads 50 NSRP Pickets in Jacksonville." Under 
this heading is a picture reportedly reflect'ing the 
activities of NSRP pickets protesting the "voting bill" of 
President JOHNSON and the press attack on the "KKK." An article 
alongside the photograph stated that about 50 NSRP members had 
recently marched in Jacksonville, Florida, The article stated 
that WARREN FOLKS had been the leader of this march and the 
NSRP had declared V"war'V on the President's Voting Bill -and'.recent 
action against the KKK. 

Page 6 of Issue #69 of the paper sets forth a letter 
addressed to editor of "The Thunderbolt." This letter is -set forth 
under a caption, "Negroes Cause Violence" and apparently the 
letter was written by 0. F* CROMWELL, 4545 Edgewater Drive, Orlando, 
Florida. 

ACTIVITIES IN GEORGIA 
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Pages 6 and 7 of Issue #67 of thejpaper set forth an' 
article under caption; "LBJ Might Pass Bill Forcing Whites to* 

.Marry Negroes.’* Under this heading is set out what purports 
to be. a letter to the ’’Editor” of "The Thunderbolt” written by 
some person whose name is not set put of Americus, Georgia.. 

Page 7 of Issue #68 of the paper sets out a letter 
purporting to have been written by a person having the initials 
B. R. and B. of Moultrie, Georgia. This letter was addressed 
to the editor of "The Thunderbolt” and is set out under a heading 
"Mixing Destroys Civilization.”

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC., 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted 
a corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta,- 
Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. ' 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the 
parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by Robert Shelton, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the 
South, with units in several Southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on August 4, 1965, that the 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in 
several Southern states. This source said that Robert' 

M. Shelton is the Imperial Wizard of ‘this organization, 
and was last elected to this position on September 5, 1964, 
at a National Klonvocation in Birmingham, Alabama. Source 
said that the activity of the UKA is increasing and that 
the national office remains in Suite 401, Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama.

On page 4 of the Thunderbolt, November, 1965 issue, 
in an article entitled "Bobby Kennedy Calls for Aid to Viet Cong" 
it is stated that on November 3, Senator Bobby Kennedy in speak- 
ing before a crowd of students at the University of California 
stated that the collecting of blood to be shipped to the 
Communist Viet Cong was "good and in the best tradition of this 
country." The article continues that this statement is, treason 
and the NSRP called for the immediate impeachment of Kennedy, 
from the U. S ! « Senate.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
show that this Klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source .advised on February 27, 1961, that .United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in >U. S. Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the split 
resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans has the 
same aims and objectives as the parent group.' These are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of 
the races*. 


The first source and a second source -advised in July, 
1961, that United Klans., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The .merged organization established headquarters in Suite 401, 
The Alston Building * Tuscaloosa, Albania. The organization is 
directed by Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant 
Klan group in the South with units in several . southern states. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in the future as 
United Klans of America, Inc s , Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.
